disposition of the Army bill. Represen- 
tative Cullen of New York explained 
that the Tammany representatives, who 
were kevnly interested in making proper 
provision for the Army, had arranged 
to go to New York to attend the funeral 
of Mr. Todd, the shipbuilder.

House Approves 2,000 Officer-Cut 


The House of Representatives on 
Thursday, May 19, finally approved and 
sent to the Senate the War Department 
Appropriation bill providing for the eli- 
mination of 2,000 officers. 

Representative Barbour, of California, 
former Republican chairman of the War 
Department Appropriations sub-commit- 
tee, made a final valiant effort to have 
the officer reduction struck from the bill 
by offering a motion to have the bill re- 
committed to the committee of the whole. 
But his motion was defeated on a roll 
call vote by 201 to 182. 

Thus the House upheld the action of 
the Committee of the Whole, in favoring 
the’ 2,000 officer-cut and the McSwain 
amendment basing separations on rec- 
ords rather than age, as reported exclu- 
sively in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
last week. 

Though he was beaten on this point, 
Mr. Barbour was successful in having 
restored to the bill the other three of 
the four items which he held so vital to 
National Defense—pay for 14 days ac- 
tive duty training for ihe Organized Re- 
serves, summer training for Reserve Offi- 
cers Training Corps trainees, and funds 
for the conduct of the Citizens Military 
Training Camps. 

The House upheld the action of the 
committee of the whole in restoring these 
cuts by the following votes: 

Pay for Organized Reserve training: 
218 to 167. 

ROTC summer training: 236 to 151. 

Funds for CMTC: 248 to 141. 

The fight against officer reduction is 
by no means over. General MacArthur 
proposes to continue his vigorous oppo- 
sition. In spite of the economy pres- 
sure upon the Senate it is expected at 
this time that it will refuse to agree 
with any cuts in officer strength at all. 
This means that the matter will be con- 
sidered in conference. Usually copfer- 
ences produce compromises. Such a 
compromise in the case of the officer 
strength would be 1,000. But it is 
hoped that the Senate will refuse to 
agree to any compromise. In this case, 
in view of the narrow majority by 
which the bill was passed in the House, 
the probability is that the lower cham- 
ber would recede and there would be no 

slash at all. 

After its hectic and devastating ses- 
sion Friday, May 13, the House quieted | 
somewhat the tone of its debate when 
it again took np the reading of the War 
Department bill on Saturday. May 14. 

The “pay freezing’ amendment was 
struck from the bill. However, the pro- 
vision is in the omnibus bill now in the 
Senate. 


Christie Tanks 


Probably the high-light of the day was 
the effort of Representative Allen, Re- 
publican, whose District includes the 
Rock Island Arsenal, Ill, and Represen- 
tative Clague, Minnesota Republican, 
to modify the provision of the bill that 
“$200,000 of this appropriation shall be 
available exclusively for the purchase 
of five convertible armored tanks.” They 
sought to so word the bill that the War 
Department might use its discretion as | 
to the purchase or building in govern- | 





ment arsenals of such tanks. At a pre- 
vious session Representative Stewart, 
Democrat, whose New Jersey District 
includes Rahway where the factory that 
builds the Christie Tanks is located, had 
highly praised that type of tank and re- 
lated that “Mr. Christie assures me that 
his latest development in combat ma- 
chines will make a speed over ordinary 
roads of 120 miles an hour, together 
with a speed of 70 miles per hour on its 
own tracks over rough terrain. It is 
possible to transport this machine by 
airplane to the seene of action, drop. it 
at high speed so that it may immediately 
go into action. The machine carries a 
gun shooting standard .75 mm. shells.” 
Considerable debate was had on the 
subject until Representative Barbour, 
ranking Republican on the Army appro- 
priations sub-committee, declared: 
“Two years ago we provided the money 
in the bill to buy several of these tanks, 
and they bought one. Instead of buying 
four or five, as General Williams recom- 
mended, the War Department purchased 
one. Then the next vear we put $200,000 


in the bill again for the purchase of 
Christie tanks. Everybody connected 
with the Tank Corps said it was the 


most marvelous thing that had ever been 
developed. When they only bought one 
the first year, when we had provided 
money for five or six, Mr. Christie had 
to have funds: and he sold two chasses 
for this marvelous tank to Soviet Rus 
sia, because our War Department would 
not buy them when the money had been 
furnished by the Congress. The next year 
we put that $200,000 item in again, and 
then we were told that they were only 
going to buy one. 

“Now, right or wrong—and I think 
it is wrong—a certain amount of feeling 
has grown up in the War Department 
about this matter. The Chief of Ord- 
nance, for whom I have the highest re- 
gard, in all of his testimony before our 
committee has shown himself as not fa- 
vorable to the Christie tank. 

“We brought into our hearings last 
year from Fort Meade the men who op- 
erate these tanks, the men who com- 
manded our Tank Corps and operated 
tanks in the World War, and the men 
who are working on mechanization; and 
every one of these men testified before 
our committee that this tank is so far 
superior to everything else in the tank 


line that there is absolutely no com- 
parison. 
“What I fear now is this. If we 


change this language the Christie tanks 
will not be purchased but something else 
will be secured. He is the inventor of 
this tank. He has produced something 
that no other country in the world has 
been able in any way to approach. It 
is a marvelous thing. according to what 
the officers of our Tank Corps tell us, 
and for one I want to act upon the rec- 
ommendations of the men who operate 
these tanks instead of the Ordnance Bu- 
reau here in Washington.” 

The result was that at the conclusion 
of Mr. Barbour’s speech Representative 
Allen withdrew his amendment. but Rep- 
resentative Dallinger, whose District in- 
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Scouting Force to Stay 
in Pacific Until October 


Admiral William V. Pratt, chief of 
Naval Operations, made the following 
announcement yesterday : 

“The stay of the scouting force on 
the West’ Coast has been extended to in- 
clude the first quarter of the coming 
fiscal year, namely to October 1, 1932. 
In making this decision many questions 
of fleet operating efficiency were taken 
into account, such as economy in steam- 
ing fleet training and gunnery, the plans 
for which start July 1, 1932, and the 
fact that the Scouting and Battle Forces 
working together give an opportunity . 
for an increased scope in tactical train- 
ing of the various types which com- 
prise the United States fleet. It has 
long been the wish of leading Naval men 
in the interest of fleet efficiency to hold 
the fleet together for a longer period 
than the usual short fleet concentration 
affords, and the present concentration 
on the West Coast where the conditions 
are ideal, seems to afford a better oppor- 
tunity for carrying this plan into effect, 
than a concentration in the Panama 
area or even in the Carribean, in which 
localities the weather conditions are not 


so good during the late spring and 
summer. 
The prolongation of the Scouting 


Force’s stay on the West Coast will not 
interfere with the work load already 
planned in Navy Yards. 





Naval Reserve Promotion Plan 


Legislation requiring the retirement of 
officers of the Naval Reserve when they 
reach a maximum age in grade was rec- 
ommended this week by a special board 
of officers meeting at the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Concluding a week’s session the board, 
composed of three officers of the Regul 
Navy and eight Reserve officers, rep 
senting various units of Naval Rese 
officers, submitted a number of recom- 
mendations as to relations between the 
Reserve and the Navy Department and 
proposals as to legislation affecting the 
Reserve. 

Administration of the Naval Reserve 
by the Navy Department as the Na- 
tional Guard is administered by the War 
Department was urged in the report of 
the board, it being declared the rela- 
tion of the two reserve components to 
the two departments were comparable. 

It was recommended that officers of 
the Fleet Naval Reserve and Volunteer 
General Service officers be placed upon 
one promotion list, while a separate list 
be created for the Special Service offi- 
cers and another for the Merchant Ma- 
rine officers. The latter group would not 
be subject to the age-in-grade retire- 
ment, under the board’s recommenda- 
tion, but could be retired in lieu of hon- 
able discharge if necessary. 

Officers of the Fleet Reserve and Vol- 
unteer Reserve officers, General Service 
would be placed on the honorary retired 
list at the following ages, under the pro- 
posed bill, drafted by the board: 

Commodores and captains, 64 years 


old; commanders, 58 years old; lieuten- 
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National Opinion Supports Senate’s Advocacy of Treaty Strength Navy 


The action of the Senate in voting to build the United States Navy up to treaty 
limits received hearty endorsement from the national press. Out of approximately 
one hundred newspapers commenting upon the passage of the Hale bill, about three- 
quarters approved. Analyzing the editorial comment it is found that the total cir- 
culation of newspapers approving the bill was 11,500,000, while the circulation of 
those opposed and whose editorials were non-committal was less than 4,000,000. 





“The truth is that this country’s attempt to set a good example by holding 
back naval construction has been disappointing,” states the Galveston News. “Per- 
haps we shouldn't blame the other countries for that. It may be they have a more 
realistic grasp of the enormous difficulties in the way of disarmament. But what- 
ever the reason, common prudence dictates that we look to our own defense. * * * 
The United States has fallen behind in naval construction. * * * It would be foolish 
to shut our eyes to the fact that war is possible, and in the event of war with a 
first-class military power a strong navy and air force would be indispensable to 
our safety.” 


“The Senate takes steps to provide a naval program for America and to bring 
the navy up to treaty strength through passage of the Hale bill.” comments the 
Milwaukee Journal. “The bill now goes to the House. * * * Neither administration 
nor the Democratic majority should stand in the way of keeping up the navy. This 


“If national defense depended upon Anglo-American parity, if the security of 
the country were in danger, if war were imminent in the East or in the West, 
there might be some excuse for a billion dollar naval building programme at a 
time of depression and high taxation,” says the Louisville Courier-Journal. “But 
the Naval supply bill is sufficient to maintain the fleet.

Representative Thomason, of Texas, 
made an unsuccessful effort to insert a 
provision forcing the War Department 
to continue Ft. D. A. Russell as a per- 
manent post. 

Representative Connery, Massachu- 
setts Democrat, protested without avail 
the provision which would prohibit re- 
tired officers holding other government 
employment from drawing more than 
a combined income of $3,000 per year. 

Tuesday, May 17, was a veritable field 
day for the friends of the civilian com- 
ponents of the Army, for they were able 
to restore the items for pay for Reserve 
Officers’ training, funds for the conduct 
of the Citizens’ Miliary Training Camps 
and Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
summer training. 

The House accepted an amendment by 
Representative Collins which provided 
“That no part of this appropriation shall 
be available for the pay of any cadet 
appointed from enlisted men of the Army 
for admission to the Military Academy 
in the class entering in the fiscal year 
1933 who has not served with troops 
in the Regular Army for at least nine 
months.” This changed the provision in 
the bill as originally reported so as to 
apply to the fiscal year 1933 instead of 
the calendar year 1933. 

Representative LaGuardia consumed 
some time in protesting against the re 
cent participation of an artillery battery 
from Governors Island in a dinner given 
to Mr. A. J. Widner.

At the instance of Mr. Collins the 
House voted to reduce the amount for 
“contingencies for the superintendent” at 
West Point from $4,000 to $3,500. Un- 
der the Military Academy heading Rep- 
resentative Stafford protested against ar- 
bitrary cuts in the appropriations. He 
expressed a fear that the mess there 
would suffer. Mr. Collins informed him 
that it would be cut from 80 to 75 cents. 

When the item “Pay of the National 
Guard (Armory Drills)” came up. Rep- 
resentative LaGuardia offered an amend- 
ment to cut the amount allowed from 
$11.584.868 to $10,000,000. This however 
he withdrew when Mr. Collins inserted 
the following exchange of correspondence 
between himesif and Maj. Gen. George 
Kk. Leach, chief of the militia bureau, of 
whom he said: “I have not known since 
I have been on this committee a more 
able chief of the Militia Bureau than 
General Leach; in addition to being a 
good soldier, he is a good business man.” 


Letter to General Leach 


My Dear General Leach: Referring to our 
interview of today, I understand that if the 
committee recommends the appropriation of 
the total sum included in the 1933 Budget 
of $31,263,565 for the National Guard will 
constitute as one fund all of the items con- 
tributing to such total sum and will elimin- 
ate the restrictive provisions included in the 
Budget on armory drills and field training: 
that, as Chief of the Militia Bureau, you will 
be thoroughly in accord with such action 
with the understanding that if you should 
be unable, by reason of a continuation of the 
present high rate of attendance at armory 
drills and field training, to find adequate 
funds through the proposed 100 per cent in- 
terchangeability arrangement and such econ- 
omies as you may be able to effect fully to 
take care of drill attendances and camp train- 
ing on the basis of the present approved or 
allotted strength of 14,330 officers and 175,- 
858 eulisted men (total, 190,188), you may be 
permitted to present an estimate of appro- 
priation for such additional sum as it may 
develop during the fiscal year 1933 will be 
required in addition to the present Budget 
estimate of $31,263,565. 

If my understanding of your position in 
the matter, as above outlined, is correct, I 
should appreciate a letter from you in con- 
firmation thereof. Very sincerely,

General Leach’s Reply 


My Dear Mr. Collins: Receipt of your let- 
ter of this date is acknowledged. 

The proposal which you make with refer- 
ence to the appropriation for the support of 
the National Guard for the fiscal year 1933, 
is hereby accepted. Very sincerely yours,

On motion of Mr. Collins the House 





agreed to eliminate the provision from 
the National Guard portion which read: 


“The mounted, motorized, air, medical, 
and tank units and motor transport, 
military police, wagon, and service com- 
panies of the National Guard shall be so 
reduced that the appropriation made in 
this act shall cover the entire cost of 
maintenance of such units for the Na- 
tional Guard during the fiscal year 
1933.” 

In its place was substituted the fol- 
lowing provision : 

“No appropriation contained in this 
act shall be available for any expense for 
or on account of a larger number of 
mounted units and motor transport, mili- 
tary police, wagon and service companies 
of the National Guard than may be in 
existence on June 30, 1932.” 

The House next considered the appro- 
priations for the Organized Reserves, 
which as reported by Mr. Collins’ com- 
mittee, would have eliminated any pay 
to reserve officers on 14 days’ active duty 
and have given them only mileage and 
one dollar a day subsistence. Represen- 
tative Byrns made a _ vigorous speech 
against the efforts of Representative 
Barbour, of California, to restore the pay 
item for the reserves. 

Representative Beedy, of Maine, made 
a strong point when he said: 

“There is no question as to what the 
effect of this curtailment is upon the 
Organized Reserves. The chairman of 
the subcommittee knows it full well. 
When he was questioning General Mac- 
Arthur and General MacArthur was ex- 
plaining the necessity of giving these 
men a chance to go to camp, after hav- 
ing worked in their armories during the 
year, the gentleman from Mississippi 
(Mr. Collins), admitting all of the good 
features of the service, said, and I quote 
from the hearings: 

‘That is all very true, General, but if 
we eliminate the pay perhaps we would 
have a fewer number of them.’ 

“That is exactly the point. If you 
eliminate the pay fewer men will go to 
camp. Many of them will not have 
money of their own to meet the expense 
of attending camp this year.” 

When it came to a vote on Mr. Bar- 
bour’s amendment to increase the Re- 
serve from $4,244,580 to $6,354,348 in 
order to provide pay to Reservists in 
training the count was 125 to 83 in favor 
of Mr. Barbour. Mr. Collins demanded 
tellers with the result that the percent- 
age in favor of reserve pay increased to 
14 to 92. 

Mr. Barbour next offered an amend- 
ment to strike from the bill Mr. Collins’ 
provision prohibiting the use of the 
money for pay or allowance for Reserv- 
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ists on active duty. This was adopted 
by a vote of 131 to 79. 

Mr. Barbour’s next amendment was to 
increase the funds for the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps from $2,998,711 to 
$4,079,484 so as to provide funds for 
their summer training camps which 
would have been wiped out under the 
bill as reported. A division vote on his 
amendment showed 115 to 116 against it, 
but Mr. Barbour asked for tellers with 
the result that his amendment was ap- 
proved by a vote of 138 to 129. 

His next amendment was to strike 
from the bill the legislative provision 
prehibiting the use of the money for “any 
educational institution not essentially a 
military school which does not leave the 
election of military training to all stu- 
dents enrolled therein.” Here Mr. Bar- 
hour was supported by Representative 
McSwain. chairman of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee, who said that the lan- 
guage of the bill interfered with the 
management of schools. This amendment 
also was adopted. 

The next move of Mr. Barbour was to 
introduce an entirely new section a pro- 
vision providing for the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps, which had been 
entirely eliminated from the bill by the 
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May 21, 1932

Collins faction. Mr. Barbour’s amend- 
ment would make $2,603,624 available 
for the CMTC's. 

Mr. Collins make a strong effort to 
beat the Barbour amendment, speaking 
as follows: 

“Right up yonder in this gallery sits 
The Adjutant General of the United 
States Army, General Bridges. He is 
an excellent officer and a fine gentleman, 
and we may place complete dependence 
in what he tells us. General Bridges 
wus asked: 

Do you not think that in a time of de- 
pression like this you could very well dis- 
pense with this activity for one year with- 
out doing any harm? 

General Bridges: I thk it might pos- 
sibly be dispensed with for one year, or pos- 
sibly two years, without any great amount 
of harm. 

“That gentleman right up yonder is in 
charge of this activity in the War De- 
partment. His judgment on this ques 
tion is better than ours. Are we going 
to blindly follow the importunities of 
some interested party? I want to say 
to you that there are something like 507,- 
000 people scattered throughout these 
United States who are getting pay in 
ene form or another out of this bill. 

“Let us not stop there. Mr. Chair- 
man, I have received over a hundred let- 
ters from Regular Army Officers. Here 
is one from a lieutenant colonel in the 
United States Army engaged in Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps work, by the 
way: 

The War Department appropriation bill 
is a dandy. Stand by your guns. You will 
have a difficult job with all the “imperiling 
the Nation” and “ruining our Army” and 
other bunk that will be spread over the land- 
scape during the debate. 

I see no reason why the Army can not 
bear its share of rehabilitation of our na- 
tional finances, even though it hurts us all. 
I read the bill carefully and find nothing 
therein that will “imperil our national de- 
fense” to the slightest degree. You could 
easily have gone further to the extent of 
suspending all our service schools for at least 
two years and thus saved considerable mile- 
age, etc. 1 * * * know whereof I speak. I 
hope that the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps will be permanently eliminated. 

“Let me say here that the committee 
never intended permanently to eliminate 
them. Our proposition is to suspend them 
only for one year. 

They are a damned nuisance and don't 
return 10 cents on the dollar to the Federal 
Government. Just have the War Department 
give you the data as to how many officers 
have been commissioned from these camps 
into the Reserve Corps in the past five years. 


1 believe the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps | 


is worth while, but its activities can easily 
be suspended for a year or more without 
serious damage to the service. 

So I am giving you all the encouragement 
that I can and hope that it will go through 
without serious amendment. 

Am serving my thirty-second year in the 
Regular Army * * * I try to be a good citi- 
zen first and an Army officer afterwards. No 
reason why the two should not be synony- 
mous. Good luck to you. 

“That bears the signature, gentlemen, 
of a lieutenant colonel.” 

A by-play occurred here which did not 
get into the Congressional Record. Rep- 
resentative Britten after being offered 
the letter by Mr. Collins made the re- 
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mark regarding the officer who wrote the 
letter: “That’s probably why he was re- 
tired.” 

Mr. Barbour’s amendment was adopted 
115 to 91. 

Close Uniform Factories 

Representative Cochran, of Illinois, in- 
troduced the following amendment, 
which was adopted without debate: 

“No appropriation contained in this 
act shall be available for expenditures 
for or incidental to the manufacture 
and/or production of wearing apparel 
for enlisted men of the Regular Army in 
Government factories or establishments.” 

In support of his amendment, Mr. 
Cochran made the following explana- 
tion: 

“The purpose of the amendment is to 
take the Government out of the clothing 
business so far as enlisted men’s uni- 
forms are concerned. 

“Information received today from the 
Quartermaster General’s office with ref- 
erence to the prices of uniform clothing 
manufactured in Government plants and 
purchased from private industry after 
competitive bids is as follows:

“Where no price under Private manu- 
facturer, the War Department states 
that none were purchased. 

“In every case the War Department 
figures for 1932 are greater than 1931. 
The contrary is the fact in private in- 
dustry. 

“Note the difference in the cost per 
article to the Government by manu- 
facturing instead of purchasing under 
contract. 

“Take the four items on which com- 
parisons can be made: if the War De- 
partment only purchased 100,000 each, 
of these —and, of course, it purchases 
more than that for an Army of 118,750 
men—it would make a saving of $146,- 
000. The other items would be corre- 
spondingly less if purchased under con- 
tract instead of manufactured in the 
War Department clothing factory. 

“The above costs are for manufac- 
ture only. Whether the Government 
manufactures or purchases under con- 
tract, the cost of the material is not in- 
cluded in the figures. 

“The Army is about to place an order, 
when the funds are provided in this bill, 
for many uniforms. Here is an oppor- 
tunity to save 89 cents on the coat alone. 
There is also a difference as to the 
breeches, both wool and cotton. The 
price in the Government factory far ex- 
ceeds that of the private manufacturer. 

“It seems to me this is the time for 
the Government to get out of business. 

“The factory in Philadelphia has a 
solicitor wha goes to West Point and 
solicits business from the cadets, who 
goes to camps and solicits business from 
the officers in the camps. Are we go- 
ing to continue to have the Government 
in competition with the manufacturers 
of the country who pay the taxes from 
which the appropriations are made to 
earry on the activities of the War De- 
partment? 

“The Government should get out of 
business not only as to uniforms but as 
to shoes and ofher articles needed. This 
applies not only to the Army but to all 
supplies used. Both parties advocate less 
Government in business, more business 
in Government. Here is an opportunity 
to follow the declaration out.” 


Beedy-Wood Clash 


One of the liveliest incidents of the 
entire debate on the bill was a clash 
between Representative Beedy, Republi- 
can of Maine, whose attitude has been 
very favorable to National Defense, and 
Representative Wood, Republican of In- 
diana, who is consistently against Na- 
tional Defense. Early in the discussion 





of the bill Representative Wood had 
told the House that the President had 
told him he was in favor of the House 
passing the bill with the $24,000,000 re- 
duction under the budget estimates. 

The incident started when Represen- 
tative Schafer made reference to Mr. 
Wood's quotation. Mr. Beedy arose and 
said: 

“If the gentleman wants an answer 
to that question, the President never 
gave any authority for any such state- 
ment, and I have it from his own lips. 
He said there would be a savings in this 
bill and that the War Department it- 
self ought to have the right to say where 
that savings is made; and the War De- 
partment says that you can not cut the 
heart out of this great National De- 
fense program by cutting into these re- 
serve appropriations and at the same 
time maintain the defense of the United 
States.” 

“Then,” asked Mr. Schafer, “why does 
one of the Republican leaders, the gen- 
tleman from Indiana, assume to act as 
the spokesman for the President and 
try to get the rest of the Republicans 
to follow him in wrecking our National 
Defense?” 

The argument that followed was de- 
leted from the Congressional Record, Mr. 
Wood securing permission to revise and 
extend his remarks in the appendix at 
a later day, but it was substantially as 
follows : 

“I think,” 
tleman from Indiana misquoted the Pres- 
ident and I am willing to face the Pres- 
ident with him.” 

These remarks greatly excited the 
House. The Republicans were aston- 
ished, while the Democrats shouted, 
jeered and begged Mr. Beedy to “go on.” 

“If the gentleman from Maine means 
to say or impute that I came here and 
misrepresented the President the other 
day, I resent it,” Mr. Wood said in re- 
ply. “The record happily speaks for it- 
self. I said at that time that I was au- 
thorized by the President to say he ex- 
pected this body to pass this bill with 
a $24,000,000 reduction under the budget 
estimate. The President did not tell you 
that he did not fay that, did he?” 

Mr. Beedy replied: 

“The President told me this exactly, 
and nothing else, and the record speaks 
for itself. He said that the gentleman 
from Indiana in the first place ought 
not to have tried to quote him in the 
matter, and in the next place he said 
that the Secretary of War appeared be- 
fore the committee and told them that 








Mr. Beedy said, “the gen- | 
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he could save $34,000,000, not $24,000.- 
000—and the President authorized that, 
and that cut is in the bill; but he said 
that whatever items are saved on, the 
War Department ought to have the right 
to tell where the cut should come, and 
the gentleman knows and I know that 
the War Department did not recommend 
the cuts in the national defense as out- 
lined in this bill.” 

“Mr. Chairman,” rejoined Mr. Wood, 
“the gentleman now says that the Presi- 
dent said I should not have quoted him. 
I don’t believe the President ever told 
him anything of the kind. In order 
that I might not violate any confidence 
of the President or anything that he 
said to me that he did not want to make 
public, I asked him specifically whether 
or not I could go and state to this body 
that was his desire and his expectancy, 
and he said I could. 

“I don’t propose to stand here and 
have either my integrity or my word 
impunged, even though the gentleman 
claims to speak the voice of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. I believe 
the President is an honest man and he 
never said to the gentleman from Maine 
anything like the gentleman says here 
with reference to my not quoting him. 
And I would go with the gentleman 
from Maine tomorrow morning or any 
other time he may fix and face the 
President and see who is telling the 
truth.” 





Army Supplemental Estimates 


Supplemental War Department esti- 
mates totaling $4,134,777 were sub- 
mitted to Congress May 17 by President 
Hoover on recommendation of the Di- 
rector of the Budget. The estimate in- 
cluded funds made necessary by fewer 
purchased discharges by enlisted men 
than estimated, and an unprecedented 
number of re-enlistments. Other items 
included a $2,200,000 deficiency for Na- 
tional Guard Drills, and $4,577 to cover 
a construction claim against the Military 
Acadeniy. 








National Guard Bill

tee in executive session Thursday began 
consideration of the James bill for or- 
ganization of the National Guard on a 
Federal basis, establishing “the WNa- 
tional Guard of the United States” as 
a reserve component of the regular 
Army.

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‘ Vote Less Navy Enlisted Pilots 


-The House of Representatives on Mon- 
day, May 16, passed HR 6599 which re- 
duces the authorized number of enlisted 
aviation pilots in the Navy from 30 per 
cént to 20 per cent of the total number 
of pilots. ‘The bill, which now goes to 
the Senate for consideration, amends 
present law to read as follows, “on and 

‘after July 1, 1932, and in time of peace, 

not less than 20 per cent of the total 
number of pilots employed in aviation 
tactical units of the Navy and Marine 
Corps shall be enlisted men, except when 
the Secretary of the Navy shall deter- 
‘mine that it is impracticable to secure 
that number of enlisted pilots.” 


Representative Vinson, chairman of 
the Naval Affairs committee, explained 
to the House that “both the Army and 
Navy are experiencing considerable diffi- 
culty in complying with the law.” Repre- 
sentative LaGuardia, who was a major 
in the American Air Service during the 
War, said that he thought 20 per cent 
was too high a percentage and favored 
reducing it to 15 per cent. Mr. Vinson, 
however, said that “at the same time I 
do not want the aviation organization 
composed exclusively of graduates of the 
Naval Academy. I want the boy who 
enlisted in the Navy to have some incen- 
tive and ambition to get into the avia- 
tion branch, and this bill affords him 
an opportunity.”

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PENN CREW WINS REGATTA 


Annapolis, Md.—Three Pennsylvania 
crews swept to victory on the Severn 
May 14, before more than a thousand 
spectators, including Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Francis Adams. 

Penn captured the 150-pound, fresh- 
man and varsity brushes with Navy tak- 
ing first honors in the junior varsity 
race.

IT IS THE FOES within and not without a country that destroy it. Pacifists, 
either flabby in temperament or misguided—and both are equally harmful—have, 
through the pressure applied to the House of Representatives, struck a blow of 
grave injury to our National Defense. The scheme of American protection, so 
far as the Army is concerned, is based upon a gruup of highly trained officers able 
to create, develop and administer the huge Army of millions of men essential 
to enforce American will. This policy laid down in the National Defense Act 
unfortunately has not been followed. The number of officers since the war has 
suffered several reductions, until the minimum for the public need was reached with 
the present strength. By approving reserve and civilian training, the House has 
sought to mollify the anger among the people which its action is certain to arouse. 
Of what value, it will be asked, is reserve and civilian training, if there be not 
officers to conduct it? With the existing commissioned strength, it has been pos- 
sible to provide the necessary tutors. Should the Senate approve any reduction, 
it will be impossible to make this provision as efficiently and effectively as in the 
past. In other words, the cut favored by the Housue damages the root of our 
defense and consequently weakens its ability to resist enemy attack. 





WE ARE HOPEFUL that the Senate will appreciate this line of reasoning and 
take a firm stand against any curtailment of officer strength either of the Army 
or the Navy. Our information is that it is not in favor of any reduction, but 
it cannot be overlooked that it is faced by an insistent public demand for economy. 
As a result, it determined to cut all appropriation bills ten per cent in amount 
below those passed by the House, and for a time it looked as though it would 
adhere to this policy. The effect of such action upon the Government at last has 
been understood, and the disposition now in making slashes is to leave to the 
heads of Departments the items to be reduced. We urge the Senate to adopt this 
course with respect to the Army. To the service, the all-important thing is man- 
power. The present commissioned strength is actually below that which the coun- 
try needs. It is below that established as our minimum by the National Defense 
Act. With broader vision, with a keener understanding of the problems facing 
America, we feel confident the Senate will decide not only to refuse to follow 
the House, but will stand out in conference against any concession to the pacifists 
who have been surging through the Halls of the Capitol. 





NATIONAL DEFENSE suffered another blow this week in the refusal of Repre- 
sentative Vinson, Chairman of the House Naval Committee, to permit action upon 
the Hale construction bill. It looks to us as though Mr. Vinson received and 
executed the orders of the Democratic leaders—Garner and Byrns and Collins. 
When the Hale bill was pending in the Senate, Mr. Vinson suggested that he would 
be able to take care of its situation in the House. Mr. Vinson, of course, was 
interested, too, in the passage of his own construction bill. “Not only do I feel 
that this bill (the Vinson bill) should be immediately enacted,” he told the House 
on February 20, “but I feel that appropriations for the ships that are provided 
for in it should be immediately forthcoming.” Now, when asked about the Hale 
bill, he states that there are more important things to be considered. Why this 
sudden change of view? Is it not reasonable to ascribe it to a conference which 
Mr. Vinson had with the leaders? It is certain the international situation has not 
improved since Mr. Vinson spoke. Possibilities of war exist in the Far East. 
Secretary Stimson, returning from Geneva, says he is hopeful, but not optimistic. 
Wise leadership would cause the House to follow the procedure of the Senate ‘and 
provide the ships which are necessary to assure equality upon the seas. 





WE ARE NOT SURPRISED at the resentment in the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department and the Air Corps at their exclusion from selection out as provided 
for in the McSwain amendment. The officers of those branches want no favorit- 
ism. They are willing to stand upon their own merits as are their brother-officers 
in other Arms. In framing his amendment, Mr. McSwain took into consideration 
the strong sentiment in his committee against any curtailment of air commis- 
sioned strength, and in return for this concession required protection for the Judge 
Advocates. He doubtless will not be particularly gratified to learn that his action 
is regarded by the officers concerned as a reflection rather than a compliment. 





IT IS THE GUN and not the man behind the gun, that Representative Collins 
regards as important. He is evidently a disciple of the political Bryan, who 
visioned a million men springing to arms overnight. Moreover, we gather from 
Mr. Collins’ statements, but not, we hasten to say, from his actions, that he favors 
provision for implements of war and not for the personnel to use them. It is 

to say that an untrained force, no matter how well equipped, is 
a mob, and that it could not resist a much smaller force well trained and as well 
armed. We hope for America's sake that the time will not come when Mr. Collins

E. R. K.—We are informed by the 
Office of the Chief of Finance, War De- 
partment, that you probably should not 
suffer a deduction from your pay after 
being discharged from the Guard House. 
Under a recent decision of the Comp- 
troller General (A-41872 of April 26, 
1932) of which Army Finance officers 
are being notified, you should be entitled 
to recover most of your back pay. 

We would advise that you make claim 
for what amount has been deducted to 
the Finance Officer through your Com- 
pany Commander. 


————Y~—— 

M. C.—To become a United States citi- 
zen we would advise that you make ap 
plication to the nearest United States 
District Court and they will give you 
full details as to naturalization. Al- 
though at one time an enlisted man in 
the Army could become naturalized ap 
plying through Army channels, this may 
not be done any longer. However, it 
would be advisable for you to consult 
your Commanding Officer in seeking citi- 
zenship. 

As to any relief from the Government, 
aside from the “bonus” for which you 
have no doubt applied, you would be 
entitled to nothing while in the Army. 
After discharge from the Army if ill or 
disabled you would probably be entitled 
to a pension or a disability allowance 
and for hospitalization in a veteran’s 
hospital. In such case whether you are 
a citizen of the United States or an 
alien, would be immaterial. As long as 
you continue in the Army, however, 
drawing pay and being entitled to hos- 
pitalization from Army hospitals you are 
ineligible for other relief.

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The Elimination of Officers of the Army—aAnalysis of the elimination provision 
of the Army Appropriation bill as it passed the House, with the McSwain amend- 
ment basing separation on records instead of on age, reveals that while the number 
of officers to be removed (2,000) remains unchanged, the effect is altered con- 
siderably from that originally sponsored by Representative Collins. 

For one thing, the McSwain amendment specifically excludes officers of the 
Judge Advocate General Department and officers of the Air Corps from being 
considered for elimination. Also in substituting the McSwain amendment the 
House struck out that portion of the original bill which provided for the elimina- 
tion of additional colonels and lieutenant colonels on May 31, 1933, in order to 
commission the 1933 West Point class and not exceed the 8,930 limitation set on 
the promotion list and line. Thus the present system of commissioning the class 
and depending on automatic separations later in the year bringing the annual 
average down to within the maximum average set in the bill will be continued. 
The House also eliminated the provision that “to the extent the total number of 
line and promotion-list officers selected for retirement in consequence hereof * * * 
shall be less than 2,000, the board shall select for retirement, at its discretion, 
such number of nonpromotion-list officers as will equal such shortage.” However. 
the MeSwain amendment does not specifically confine separations to the promotion- 
list officers. It does permit voluntary retirements on application, which were not 
mentioned in the original plan. 

The clause making it a punishable misdemeanor to attempt to influence or 
interfere with the operations of the board is very unusual. For one thing it will 
tend te minimize the efforts of Congressmen and politicians to aid their friends. 

Mr. McSwain explained his amendment with the following statement: 

“There are two other features in my amendment that I must hurry briefly 
to call your attention to. First, it excludes from this removal proposition every 
officer of the Air Corps, irrespective of any discretion in the chief, as is proposed 
by the bill. The Air Corps is already 398 officers below authorized strength. We 
must fill that up as soon as possible. 

“The next suggestion of my amendment is that the officers of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps shall also be excluded from the operation of this pro- 
vision of the bill. The other day when the matter first came up a gentleman sitting 
right behind me, when attention was called to the fact that the bill that is pend- 
ing would take out 50 of the 84 officers in the corps of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, made a derisive remark to this effect: ‘Do these lawyers fight? 

“No; they did not fight, but let me tell you, Members of Congress, that they 
are a very important factor of this department of the Government. Of the 84 
in that department, all but 5 had civilian practice before they were commissioned 
in the Army. They were lawyers like you and I. They have most important 
problems to pass upon. I submit to you that a lawyer who has practiced law in 
our civil courts is better prepared to administer military law with civilian justice 
than a lawyer who has never practiced except in the military courts. If you take 
these lawyers out, they will be supplanted by officers transferred from the line 
who have never tried a case in the civil courts, who have been in the Army all 
their lives, have the militaristic point of view: and they are not able to properly 
appreciate the point of view that you and I realize is so indispensable in the sane 
administration of military justice. 

“My amendment proposes to exclude the Air Corps from any reduction what- 
soever, for the reason that the Air Corps is now 393 officers below its authorized 
strength, as contemplated by the five-year program. There may be relatively 
inefficient officers in the Air Corps, but if they are, they will automatically elimi- 
nate themselves. We have now more than 600 graduates of the flying school. 
all of whom are well trained and qualified pilots, but they cannot be commis- 
sioned in the Air Corps because all vacancies heretofore existing on the promo- 
tion list have been filled by the graduates from the Military Academy. 

“If my amendment as to the method of selecting the officers to be removed 
be agreed to, I will then, in this emergency, vote for the reduction of 2,000 line 
officers. When economic conditions improve, it will then be our duty, first, to fill 
up the Air Corps from the choice graduates of the flying school. Next, we should 
give a real opportunity in fact for able young men to rise from the ranks, and 
from the National Guard, and to honor graduates from our best military schools 
and colleges.” 

While the McSwain amendment was published in full text in these columns 
last week, it will probably be of interest to view it placed in context with the 
rest of the reduction provision as it finally passed the House. The entire pro- 
vision, as it goes to the Senate for consideration, follows: 


* © * Provided further, That after September 30, 1932, the sum herein appropriated for 
the pay of officers shall not be used for the pay of more than ten thousand commissioned 
officers on the active list of the Regular Army: Provided further, That after September 30, 
1932, the number of officers of the line and promotion list officers on the active list of the 
Regular Army shall not exceed eight thousand nine hundred and thirty, to be distributed 
among the following grades in the proportion now authorized by law, namely: Seventeen in 
the grade of major general, thirty-seven in the grade of brigadier general, three hundred and 
eighty-four in the grade of colonel, four hundred and seventy-three in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel, one thousand four hundred and eleven in the grade of major, and two thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-two in the grade of captain, and in the grades of first and second lieu- 
tenant the total number shall not exceed three thousand seven hundred and eighty-six: 
Provided further, That hereafter no promotion shall be made to fill a vacancy in any of the 
several grades designated unless such promotion be necessary within the number of such 
grade as herein prescribed : Provided further, That upon the approval of this act, the President 
shall first select the general officers to be removed from the active list of the Army, and from 
the general officers remaining on the active list the President shall convene a board of five 
general officers, who shall select the officers to be removed from the active list in consequence 
hereof, and the action of such selection board as to the officers to be removed from the active 
list shall be final: Provided further, That any officer may be retired upon his own application 
if same be filed prior to September 1, 1932: Provided further, That the selection by the board 
aforesaid of the officers to be removed from the active ligt shall be made solely on the basis 
of comparative ability, efficiency, and physical fitness, as disclosed by all now-existing 
efficiency reports and other pertinent official War Department records, and that no 
removals hereunder shall be made of officers permanently commissioned in the Air Corps 
or the Judge Advocate General's Department, and that any person who, by any means 
whatsoever, shall attempt to influence or interfere with the action of said selection board in 
its work of reduction with respect to the retirement of any officer of the Army, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or imprisonment for not more than one year, or both, at the discretion of 
the court: Jurther, That all officers selected for removal from the active list in 
consequence hereof shall be placed on the unlimited retired list with pay at the rate of 75 
per centum of active pay.

MeSwain to Follow Elimination With Revision of Promotion List—Following the 
artion of the House in slashing 2.000 officers from the active list of the Army, 
Fepresentative John J. McSwain, Democrat, of South Carolina. chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, declared that he would introduce a bill 
revising Army promotion next December and press for its adoption. 

- The. military committee chairman, who supported the officer cut and was the 
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author of the amendment changing the method of reduction from age to selection 
on records. stated that his promotion bill would be designed to “partially remedy 
the cruel injustice which was done to many officers by the War Department in 
1920.” Although he has not yet drafted his bill, Mr. McSwain said that he has had 
definite ideas of an Army promotion bill for several years and that the bill 
would be along these lines. 

While providing for revision of the promotion list, Chairman McSwain indi- 
cated that there would not be much in his bill in the way of stimulation of pro 
motion by readjustment of the officers in the various grades. He declared that 
he had not seen the MacArthur promotion bill, which was drafted last year and 
sent to Congress, and said that he was opposed to any system of prometion which 
involved selection or enforced attrition. Although he voted for the Furiough bill, 
which would have set up a separate promotion list for the Air Corps, Representa- 
tive McSwain said he was undecided as to whether he would favor this proposal 
at present. 

“What I am interested in,” declared the South Carolinian, “is to partially 
remedy the cruel treatment thet was handed out to the emergency officers by the 
War Department ten years ago. I say partially, because we can never wholly 
compensate them for this wrong. We should restore those officers who commanded 
battalioas and even regiments during the war and who were later so outrageously 
placed below the young probationary officers who had served under them in the 
war. Now these youngsters live in beautiful big brick houses facing on the parade 
ground, while their former commanders, many of whom have grown daughters, 
live in old shacks on back streets.” 

When asked whether he would insist upon a revision of the list in the event 
that others opposed this being contained in a promotion bill, Representative Me- 
Swain declared : 

“Well, if they can be hard-headed, I can be just as hard-headed. I want you 
to know that I offered Senator Reed five compromise proposals when we had this 
matter up before, and he turned them all down. Five of them, do you understand, 
and I have them in writing.” 

The military committee chairman stated that he did not know when he weuld 
draft his bill, but said that “it wouldn’t take very long.” and that he would prob- 
ably introduce it early in December. Asked whether hearings would be held by 
the committee on the bill early in the session, he declared, “If anyone wants a 
hearing, you can be sure that he will get it.” 





Pay Cuts Still in Balanee—Pay cuts or enforced furloughs for military personnel 
as well as civil government employes remained an issue still undecided this week 
by the special economy sub-committee of the Senate Appropriations Committee. 

Chairman Wesley L. Jones admittedly favors the President’s plan of one- 
month payless vacations. He thinks it would hold up pay levels and result in 
fewer dismissals. The House, however, wrote an 11 per cent pay cut, with $2,500 
exemption, into its $42,000,000 omnibus economy Dill. 

The Senate economy sub-committee, which is trying to increase House econo- 
mies to $300,000,000, was slowed up in its work this week by the illness of 
Senator Kenneth McKellar, and the enforced absence of Senator James F. Byrns, 
Democratic members of the bi-partisan group. 





The Senate’s 10 Per Cent Cut—Whether the Army and Navy bills will be subjected 
to the same 10 per cent cut under House figures ordered by the Senate in three 
other appropriation measures, hung in the balance this week. 

Senator Wesley L. Jones, chairman of the Senate appropriations committee. 
disapproves of the arbitrary reduction policy. He intends to make a test of the 
Senate’s intent in the independent offices appropriations bill, pending before one 
of his sub-committees. 

He admitted, however, that, although not ordered to do so, independent offices 
supplies have been cut close to the 10 per cent figure in sub-committee. The Navy 
supply bill has NOT yet been touched. 

The Senate ordered the slashes in the Interior bill, the State. Justice, Com- 
merce and Labor bill and the Post-Office and Treasury bill. The Interior measure 
is now law, and a report has been made to the Senate on the “big four.” Chairman 
Tasker L. Oddie of the Post-Office-Treasury sub-committee, has balked at making 
the slash in his measure. 





Supports Major Rogers—After hearings by a sub-committee, the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on Tuesday, May 17, voted to report out favorably the bill 
HR 2332, introduced by Representative Morton LD. Hull, providing as follows 
“That in the administration of any laws conferring rights, privileges. or benefits 
upon retired officers of the United States Army, Wilbur Rogers, major, United 
States Army, retired, shall be held and considered to have been retired under 
section 1251 of the Revised Statutes for incapacity which was a result of an inci- 
dent of service.” 

The Secretary of War had recocmmended against Major Rogers’ bill in a letter 
of March 11, 1931, directed to Representative James, on the ground that the bill 
“would discriminate in favor of an individual of a class when others in the same 
category are not similarly favored.” He related that after Major Rogers had 
been placed in Class B and retired he brought suit in the Court of Claims to 
recover the difference between his retired pay and the pay and allowances he 
would have received on the active list, and that the court dismissed the action and 
was upheld by the Supreme Court of the United States. The Secretary pointed 
out that the bill would have the effect of placing Major Rogers on the retired list 
with pay at the rate of $2,700 a year instead of the $1,080 he is now receiving. 

The hearing before the military sub-committee centered around an incident in 
France where Major Rogers is said to have revoked an order of his superior 
officer for firing a barrage on territory occupied by American troops on rocket sig- 
nals. This was alleged to have had great weight in placing him in Class B. 
Testimony was given by his superior officer in France and by an Artillery expert 
that his action was the correct one under the circumstances. 





Armored Car Developments—Welding of the first set of armor plates for the 
Armored Car T4 into a complete hull has been completed at Rock Island Arsenal. 
and installation of the engine, transmission and other units incident to the manu- 
facture of the first unit of ten Armored Cars T4 will be completed, it is expected, 
by May 15, 1932. 

In addition the two original pilot cars, the bodies of which were fabricated 
of soft steel plates, are to be returned to the arsenal and armor plate substituted 
for the soft steel plates. Drawings have been forwarded to the arsenal covering a 
flexible detachable track, with instructions to manufacture one set for test on 
one of the new cars. This track consists of a flexible fabric and rubber belt. to 
which at stated intervals a track shoe of alloy metal is fastened; this track is 
adapted for use on the rear bogie unit and should materially increase the flota- 
tion of the vehicle for cross country mobility and operation off roads. 

All of the ten cars under manufacture will be equipped with a combination .30 
and .50 caliber machine gun mount; in addition five of the vehicles will be radio 
equipped. Action has been taken looking to the standardization of this vehicle as 
Armored Car ML 
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Polities and the Mechanization Program.—Local politics are playing a destructive 
part in holding back the development of mechanization, now a Cavalry function. 

About a year ago the War Department announced that the problem of mechani- 
zation (that is the development of mechanized fighting units) was turned over to 
the Cavalry. This move was taken as the result of studies which showed that 
the missions to be assigned mechanized units were similar to those normally 
assigned to Cavalry. It was announced that one cavalry regiment was to be 
mechanized first, and for this purpose the First Cavalry at Marfa, Tex., was 
selected. 

Last Spring and Summer was spent in the formulation of plans for the proper 
organization. In November, the “remnants” of the Mechanized Force were moved 
to Ft. Knox, Ky., where it was announced, it would be joined in December by the 
personnel of the First Cavalry. The “remnants” consist of a regimental head- 
quarters, a headquarters detachment, an armored ear troop, and a few attached 
men. 

Then came the hitch. The 1st Cavalry did not move in December. Plans 
were changed to have it move in May, then later to move in June. Now it is 
announced that the movement will not take place until after Jan. 1, 1933. That 
this delay has been due to the political efforts to hold the First Cavalry on the 
border is shown by the‘unsuccessful move made this week on the floor of the 
House to have Ft. D. A. Russell, the present station of the First Cavalry, desig- 
nated a permanent station. 

In the meanwhile, the remnants of the Mechanized Force has been doing what 
planning (theoretical, of course) and training that it can. It is now engaged in 
building a tent camp for summer training activities. It has been experimenting 
with radio and recently was given three Christie combat cars to work with. 
Mechanical schools for both officers and enlisted men were conducted during the 
Winter. 

The present equipment of the unit consists of 12 armored cars, 2 combat cars, 
and about 150 assorted trucks, passenger cars, and motorcycles, virtually all “sub- 
stitutive’ equipment. Furthermore, in spite of the impassioned plea for mechani- 
zation made by Representative Collins in justifying his reduction of officers, no 
steps were made to give the Army any further help along that line than they were 
able to get through the Bureau of the Budget with the exception of requiring them 
to purchase, rather than build themselves, the convertible armored tanks for which 
$200,000 was allowed. 

As the matter stands now, little can be done, except theoretically, until the 
lst Cavalry joins the force and a basic policy is worked out. 

The belief of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, in the program was 
brought out clearly in the hearings on the appropriation bill when he told Mr. 
Collins, “Nobody believes in mechanization, Mr. Chairman, more than I do. As the 
general development of the world tends toward improved roads, making it possible 
to use motor vehicles, mechanization and motorization will come into effect more 
and more.” 

Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, Chief of Cavalry, in testifying before the Commit- 
tee said: “Modern Cavalry should be a combination of horse troops and mechan- 
ized troops. Each is extremely useful in its own sphere, and each is superiar to 
the other in certain spheres. Both are complementary, one to the other. What 
the percentage of horse and mechanization should be, none of the armies of the 
world know today. They are all groping for it. As far as we are concerned, the 
War Department has definitely ordered mechanization of one horse regiment and 
contemplates the mechanization of another. The regiment ordered mechanized to- 
day has no modern equipment. When we receive modern equipment, we will then 
be in a position to better state what are the advantages and disadvantages of 
mechanization versus horse.” 











Tank School Transfer to Involve All School Personnel.—Nine officers and 149 en- 
listed men now connected with the Tank School at Ft. George G. Meade, Md., will 
be transferred to other units and stations upon removal of the Tank School from 
that post to Ft. Benning, Ga., at the conclusion of the present school year, accord- 
ing to present transfer orders. 


The officers and 63 members of the school detachment (white) will go to 


Benning to continue their instruction duties in tanks at the Infantry School next 
year. Seventeen members of the school detachment (white) will be transferred 
to the tank maintenance section at Ft. Devens, Mass., and twenty will be trans- 
ferred to the 34th Infantry and remain at Ft. Meade. 

The Tank School detachment (colored) will be split up three ways, 24 mem- 
bers being transferred to the 24th Infantry at Ft. Benning, 13 to the colored 
detachment at Ft. Humphreys, Va., and the remaining 12 to other posts having 
colored detachments. 

Heading the list of officer instructors te go to Ft. Benning is Col. W. B. Wal- 
lace, assistant commandant of the Tank School, who, with Capt. F. R. Williams. 
will leave for Ft. Benning June 4 in order to receive the school property scheduled 
for shipment from Ft. Meade, June 11. The remaining personnel will leave Ft. 
Meade for their various stations about June 17. 

Additional officers to be transferred to Ft. Benning are: Majors W. L. Rob- 
erts and §. G. Henry; Captains G. H. Rarey, S. S. McLaughlin, L. L. Williams, 
C. H. Farish; and 1st Lt. G. D. Barnes.

After all, his heart is in his work 
in the Army and he has registered conspicuous success in dealing with Army 
personnel. 





New type A-5 Oxygen Face Mask.—A new type of oxygen mask and winter face 
mask was subjected to test recently in the cold temperature chamber at. the Army 
Air Corps Material Division, Wright Field, and promises to prove a definite im- 
provement over previous types. The mask which is of leather, lined with chamois, 
is designed to completely cover the face and front of the neck and to conform 
closely with the contour of the face except for a special compartment over the 
mouth having to do with the intake of oxygen and exhalation of the breath. The 
mask is held on by two elastic bands which extend around the back of the head. 

Two tubes enter the oxygen compartment of the mask; one for the carrying of 
oxygen to be breathed in through the nostrils as a man naturally takes in air, 
the other for carrying off the exhalations from the mouth. The exhalation tube 
is held between the lips. A small baffle forms an inherent feature of the oxygen 
compartment. This prevents the oxygen from coming into direct contact with the 
face by distributing the concentration of flow, and also prevents the exhalation 
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from gathering around the corners of the mouth and inside the

To further protect goggles from fogging, the eye openings are so designed 
the rubber cushions of the goggles can be inserted through them. These are held 
closely to the face, so that there is no chance of breath or oxygen vapor seeping 
inside them. The design of these eyepieces is also an important feature of the 
new mask. When oxygen is not required, the intake and exhalation tubes can be 
removed from the mask, which then forms a conventional and efficient face mask 


for winter flying.

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A Practical Pacifist Answers 


By REAR ADM. RIDLEY McLEAN, 
USN 


In reading of the bewilderment of Mr. 
Plain Citizen on the subject of National De- 
fense discussed in February Harpers, one is 
led to sympathize with him in his dilemma 
and is prompted to rush to his assistance 
in the same manner as to any other unneces- 
sarily perplexed friend. 

Mr. Beard, the author of this article, has 
very clearly set forth the sophistries in the 
propaganda of the professional Pacifists and 
admirably summarizes their impractical sug- 
gestions in the sentence, “While approving 
of the noble virtues which they celebrate, 
our bewildered citizen does not see a guar- 
antee of security for his country and his 
home in their programs, promises and ac- 
tivities.” 

Mr. Plain Citizen is a very practical man. 
Unfamiliar he may be with the niceties of 
international parleys, unable to enter into 
discussions with persons specially qualified 
and employed because of their skill in the 
literary or argumentative fields, nevertheless 
he loves his country and his home, he cher- 
ishes the free institutions which were won 
by the sacrifices of his own forebears, he 
prides himself upon the progress and achieve- 
ments of the United States and recognizes 
that these very facts render his country an 
object of the jealousy and covetousness of 
practically every nation in the world. With 
his very practical complex no intimate 
knowledge of past history is necessary to 
his conclusion that adequate means of in- 
suring national defense are essential if he 
and his fellow citizens are to retain invio- 
late the Trust which has been handed down 
into their keeping by their patriotic fore- 
fathers. In short, Mr. Plain Citizen realizes 
that human nature remains much the same 
as in past ages and that the world is daily 
growing smaller. However much he may de- 
sire to believe in international morality and 
to accept the statements that predatory in- 
stincts of nations are things of the past, he 
realizes that along with the travel of our 
citizens in foreign countries, the increase of 
our commerce and conflicting economic inter- 
ests, differences with foreign powers will 
inevitably arise; he also realizes that from 
these differences will arise controversies and 
that when these controversies cannot be 
adjusted by diplomacy, resort to force is 
inevitable. Consequently, regardless of the 
Utopian ideas of the professional pacifists, 
the practical Mr. Plain Citizen reaches the 
conclusion that adequate national defense is 
essential, using much the same mental proc- 
ess as leads him to vote for providing his 
home town with a fire department, a hospi- 
tal, a jail, police protection, and any other 
of the numerous activities incident to civil- 
ized community existence. All of these are 
expensive; under Utopian conditions none of 
them would be necessary; yet in actual every 
day life the practical citizen recognizes their 
necessity to the state, city or community as 
the case may be. No confusion here; he 
knows adequate national defense is neces- 
sary; the only question in his mind is how 
he can get it. 

Confusing Technicalities 
It is in reply to this question that Mr. 


Beard seems unnecessarily to befuddle the | 


mind of Mr. Plain Citizen. In reading along, 
his argument suggests that he himself has 
been befuddled in attempting to consider 
such extremely technical details as Gov- 
ernment policies, trade routes, tonnages, 
categories, the functions of battle ships. 
cruisers, destroyers, the relative value of 
calibers, etc., before he has prepared his 
mind to comprehend their relationship to 
each other. A clear understanding of all of 
these features requires years of study. The 
novice knows the meaning of the word 
“policy”; the student of history knows that 


it is the clashing of international policies . 


that is the cause of every war. History 
shows that when two nations hold policies 
that are incompatible with each other and 
adhere to those policies in spite of efforts 
toward @#plomatic adjustment, a resort to 
force is inevitable. Except that it is com- 
plicated by mob psychology, the situation 
in such cases is identical with that of indi- 
viduals in every day life. If the policies or 
desires of two individuals clash, adjustment 
is attempted; failing in adjustment there 
iS an appeal. 
munities this appeal is ordinarily to force— 
either to arms or to fists; in organized com- 
munities this appeal is ordinarily. but not 
invariably, to the law—which, it must not be 
forgotten, is invariably backed up by force.

war of 1845 was due to the fact that our 
policy as to Texas was incompatible with 
that of Mexico; the great Civil War because 
of differences of policy of States on the ques- 
tion of slavery; that of 1898 because our 
policy in regard to Cuba was incompatible 
with that of Spain; the World War was not 
waged in order to make the world safe for 
Democracy, but rather because it was our 
national policy to protect our citizens and 
property against the attack of a belligerent 
in a war in which we were neutral. With 
these examples certainly the intimate rela- 
tion between national policies and armament 
presents no cause for confusion. 

Policies Are Cherished 


Nor are policies things of the past; every 
nation cherishes policies at the present time 
which, if persistently violated, will lead the 
people to resort to arms. Japan's recent 
actions in the Far East are merely the un- 
folding of a national policy which the un- 
armed condition of China rendered possible 
and opportune. Mr. Plain Citizen realizes 
that had China been able to offer greater 
resistence this fact would have deterred 
Japan from her undertaking exactly in pro- 
portion to the resistence which China was 
prepared to offer. We have our own Monroe 
Doctrine, our Open Door policy, we pride 
ourselves in the belief that the protecting 
arm of our country (which is merely a na- 
tional policy) safeguards our flag and our 
citizens in any part of the world. This and 
many other of our national policies are for- 
mulated by our statesmen who are represent- 
atives of the people; military officers and 
munition manufacturers had no part in 
forming them. The military is wholly subor- 
dinate; it neither formulates policies nor 
determines when they are violated; it merely 
obeys the orders of its civilian law mak- 
ers. In the application of his knowledge the 
military officer begins where the statesman 
ends; the latter having formulated the na- 
tional policies and having found himself 
unable to adjust by diplomacy clashes which 
have been caused by them, resorts to force. 
The Army and the Navy are directed to 
exert this force. The personal opinion of 
the officers has no bearing on the subject. 
Only after he receives orders to resort to 
force do his ideas come into play. Condi- 
tions have then been reached where the 
statesman retires and the professionally 
trained officer assumes his role. So much 
for the question of Government policies, the 
causes of war and the relation of statesmen 
and military men thereto. 

Let us now return to the desire of Mr. 
Plain Citizen for adequate national defense 
and his quandary as to how he can get it. 
In striving to assist him why befuddle his 
mind? Why make a simple question diffi- 
cult? Does this question differ fundamen- 
tally from more homely questions which 
arise in his every day life? It is the effort 
to make it appear difficult that confuses 
him. If his city considers the construction 
of a hospital he knows that he is not called 
upon it to decide the details of its design or 
the nature of its apparatus. Having been 
convinced of the necessity for the hospital 
he weighs in his own mind the size of the 
bond issue or more frequently the amount 
of increase in his personal taxes, votes yea 
or nay, leaves it to the professional men, 
doctors, architects and contractors as the 
case may be, each to do his part. Nor in 
| the case of the provision of a fire depart- 
ment does the citizen find himself confused 
as to the type or number of fire engines 
which should be provided or in fact whether 
they should be horse drawn or motor driven. 
These decisions he leaves to experts who 
are employed for their knowledge and ex- 
perience. 





Differences of Opinion 


Mr. Beard has apparently permitted him- 
self to be so confused by certain testimony 
given before the Naval Committee of Con- 
gress bearing on the subject of national de- 
fense and by certain differences of opinion 
among naval officers on strictly technical 
matters, that he leaves the inexpert reader 
entangled in a mass of confused thought 
from which orderly escape seems impossible. 
In so doing he overlooks the fact that dif- 
ferences of opinion between doctors or archi- 
tects or fire chiefs on technical matters 
would be accepted as a matter of course and 
given only passing thought. The very facil- 
ity of Mr. Beard with his pen causes one 
to wonder if he is indeed confused or if his 
apparent dilemma is deliberate. In reading 
his article, one wonders if Mr. Beard at- 

tempts to solve technical details of every

public question toward which the tax payers’ 
|} money is devoted. Or to deal with more 
| personal decisions on strictly technical mat- 
| ters, has Mr. Beard ever had the sad expe- 
| rience of having a loved one hovering be- 
| tween life and death, a consultation of physi- 
| cians, a serious difference of opinion among 
| them as to the “only course’ which offers a 
chance of life—if not he is unique and for- 

tunate. If he has had this experience one 
wonders if he attempted to make the techni- 
cal decision in lieu of the physicians. The

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A Practical Pacifist Answers 
(Continued from page 903) 


whose eminence in their profession is be- 
yond assail. How infrequently are they in 
complete accord in their opinion? How often 
in our history have the opinions of these 
eminent men, after hearing the same presen- 
tation of the case, been almost equally di- 
vided ? 

As with lawyers and doctors, so it is with 
every class of professional men. There is 
scarcely a question of importance in any 
profession that does not have its advocates 
and its opponents. Consider now the naval 
profession. There is no profession so fraught 
with problems which must, in the absence 
of practical tests in war, be solved by logic 
and probability as those presented in the 
Navy. Under these circumstances should the 
fact that naval officers differ in their techni- 
cal opinions give rise to confusion or cause, 
surprise? The real surprise is that on im- 
portant questions there is as much unanim- 
ity of opinion as does actually exist on the 
part of experienced naval officers. 


Training of Officers 


Our senior naval officers have been edu- 
eated, trained and repeatedly selected for 
promotion from among their associates dur- 
ing forty years of active experience. They 
have been specially educated in the art of 
war in addition to the technical details of 
their profession. Under them the Navy has 
successfully comported itself in our several 
wars without confusing the mind of Mr. 
Plain Citizen. He has, 
paigns, waited with breathless interest for 
reports from the front. He has perhaps 
wondered at certain movements and disposi- 
tion of forces, but without a qualm he has 
lef€ the multitudinous decisions so vital to 
himself and his country to the officers of 
experience and ability to whom they have 
been entrusted without wondering whether 
a difference of opinion existed between of- 
ficers of high command and without presum- 
ing to decide for himself as to whether or 


not the proper orders have been issued. 
This is as it should be. He knows that any 
other method would be national suicide. 


When he has officers to whom he can thus 
entrust the safety of his country in bat- 
tle, practical Mr. Citizen feels that they 
ean likewise be trusted in time of peace to 
make decision pertaining to naval arma- 
ments; as these officers must fight his battles 
he readily accords to them the privilege of 
selecting the weapons with which to fight 
them. Surgeons choose their instruments 
for an operation, golf champions their clubs, 
tennis experts their racquets, nor is there 
uniformity in their choice. Why should the 
fact that naval officers differ on certain tech- 
nical questions as to the relative value of 
weapons cause him more concern than simi- 
lar differences among other professional men 
who are employed by his Government? 

The plain answer is that he is not more 
concerned by the one than by the other. He 
must trust to the wisdom of decisions as 
to weapons thus made by the Navy in 
peace exactly as he must trust to the wisdom 
of the same officers’ decisions in matters of 
strategy and tactics in war. He is no more 
competent to decide one than the other and 
cannot be without a lifetime of study and 
practical experience. He is no longer con- 
fused. He accepts without question the 
thesis that the best naval opinion on tech- 
nical subjects will be the best guide to fol- 
low in providing naval defense for his coun- 
try. 

The Guiding Opinion 

However, as long as differences of opin- 
ion do exist among officers of high rank 
what assurance has he that the “guiding” 
opinion will be actually the “best’’ one? 
Here his assurance must again rest on the 
Navy, which, realizing that the opinions of 
Officers do differ and that serious results 
might accrue from a faulty decision, takes 
special precautions against being led astray 
by the personal opinion of some individual 
officer or group of officers. It wants the 
well digested opinion of the service as a 
whole. This is determined by a group of 
specially selected officers of rank and expe- 
rience composing the General Board of the 
Navy. No decision of importance is made 
by that Board without exhaustive “hear- 
ings” at which every officer of valuable ex- 
perience on the subject under discussion is 
either invited or required to present his ideas 
with technical reasons for his opinion. After 
further investigation and study and a search 
for impersonal truth, this Board makes its 
recommendation to the Secretary of the Navy. 
This recommendation must be accepted as 
the best composite, impersonal naval opinion 
existent. It is devoid of individual pecu- 
Harities. Some officers, it may be, will dif- 
fer individually from certain of its recom- 
mendations, but no one will question the 
fact that the recommendations of this Board 


represent a concurrence of the most ortho- | 


dox naval opinion available in our country. 
These are the opinions on which naval rec- 
ommendations for national defense are based. 
Our reassured citizen realizes that if Con- 
gtess is guided thereby in naval matters it 
cannot go far wrong. 


during the cam-., 
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But in reading pacifist literature our so- 
licitous plain citizen has seen naval opinion 
criticised as being unnecessarily extravagant 
as to the size and composition of an ade- 
quate Navy. He himself must support this 
Navy; he wishes its size and cost limited 
to the absolute requirements of the country. 
Is there no protection against excessive de- 
mands being made by the Navy upon. Con- 
gress? Here the practical gentleman touches 
a fundamental source of naval discussion 
during recent years; a subject on which na- 
tions of the world have twice assembled in 
formal conference. Fortunately the question 
as to the size of an adequate Navy is no 
longer pertinent in naval discussions. Ten 
years ago the statesmen of this country de- 
cided as a national policy that the United 
States required a Navy second none. This 
was not a naval decision; it was the delib- 
erate decision of our Congress. The Treaty 
of Washington, ratified at that time, speci- 
fied limitations in certain classes of vessels, 
allowing us the same tonnage as Great 
Britain and definite ratios with other pow- 
ers. The Treaty of London last year extend- 
ed the limitation of tonnage to all classes of 
vessels and with minor modifications ex- 
tended to them all the ratio fixed by the 
Treaty of Washington. Not only were the 
total permissible tonnages of each class fixed 
by that Treaty but the maximum size of 
vessels in each class was also agreed upon. 
This Treaty was duly ratified by the Senate 
and is now the law of the land. Thus the 
tonnage in each class as well as the size of 


vessels in each is now definitely limited by 
Treaty. 
Navy Second to None 

The policy that we should have a Navy 
second to none has been well recognized for 
ten years; this policy was not seriously 
challenged when the Treaty of London was 
ratified last year. It was so generally ac- 
cepted that it seems safe to say that no 
Treaty could have been ratified which re- 
duced our strength below parity. The only 
question our perplexed fellow citizen is, 
therefore, called upon to decide is—‘Shall 
we maintain our Navy at the strength which 
was thus determined by our statesmen to 
be essential to our national defense?” On 
this subject he has read pacifist literature in 
profusion. He has seen no claim that the ton- 
nage allowed by those treaties is unneces- 
sary, and with such names as Hughes, Root, 
Lodge, Underwood and Stimson among others 
subscribing to these covenants this thought 
does not seem even worthy of consideration. 
But the more insinuating arguments that 
“if we set a good example” by not building 
up our Navy to its allowed strength others 
would follow has impressed him. He wishes 
to reduce expenditures to the full extent 
compatible with national safety; further- 
more, the idea of leading the world by set- 
ting an example attracts him. 

“But,” he asks, “will foreign nations fol- 
low our example in case we do not build up 
to the Treaty limit?” If so this is an at- 
tractive and economical method of main- 





taining the ratios agreed upon. Strength 








of navies as fixed by the Treaty is relative 
after all; he sets about investigating. He 
examines into the ten year period since the 
Treaty of Washington in which he knows 
that while battleships and carriers were lim- 
ited, limitations on cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines were not agreed upon. He knows 
that in these latter unlimited classes we al- 
most discontinued construction during the 
years subsequent to 1922. Here is a practi- 
cal test of the experiment of the “Good Ex- 
ample.” What does his investigation show? 
Did other nations follow us? figures con- 
fuse him, yet cerfain ones are so clear that 
he cannot but be impressed. He finds that 
during that period of the “Good Example’ 
Great Britain, Japan and France each built 
100,000 more tons of fighting craft than his 
own country; that during the period of nine 
years between 1922 and 1931 the total naval 
tonnage of his own country decreased 11 
per cent, while that of Japan increased 37 
per cent. He is no longer confused. The 
experiment has failed. His statesmen have 
decided that certain ratios are essential for 
the defense of his country; experiment has 
proved that the only way these ratios can 
be attained is by building up to the ilmita- 
tions agreed upon. He sees that other na- 
tions did build up to this tonnage, while 
his own, due to this experiment, is still far 
behind. He knows that war comes with- 
out warning; that our Navy is at present 
inadequate for war as measured by the de- 
liberate opinion of his eminent statesmen.

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4th Corps Area Concentration 


(The f accownt of the concen- 
tration of 4th Corps Area troops at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., wae at the re- 
quest of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
im the Public Relations office at Ft. Ben- 
ning.) 

The 4th Corps Area concentration 
camp, which assembled approximately 
2000 troops from six different posts for 
a month’s intensive field training at Fort 
Benning, came to an end on May 16, 
when most of the troops of the maneuver 
camp began their return journeys to 
their home stations. Included in the 
troop organizations ordered to the ma- 
neuvers at Fort Benning were the 8th 
Infantry, of Forts Moultrie and Screven, 
8. ©.; the 22nd Infantry, of Forts Mc 
Pherson and Oglethorpe, Ga.; Headquar- 
ters and Headquarters Company 8th 
Brigade, Ft. McPherson; the 6th Caval- 
ry, of Ft. Oglethorpe; the 4th Tank Com- 
pany and the 69th Coast Artillery, of Ft. 
McClellan, Ala.; and Flight C 16th Ob- 
servation Squadron, of Ft. Bragg. N. C. 

Seventy-seven reserve officers, includ- 
ing 39 of Infantry, 25 of Feld Artillery, 
6 of Cavalry, 2 of the Medical Corps, 2 
of the Quartermaster Corps, 1 of Engi- 
neers, 1 of the Signal Corps and 1 of 
the Adjutant General’s Department, at- 
tended the concentration camp on active 
duty. 


General McCloskey Commands 


Brig. Gen. Manus McCloskey was in 
command of the camp, and included on 
his staff were Ool. William B. Graham, 
executive officer; Capt. George E. Cook, 
adjutant; Capt. Hubert W. Beyette, 
quartermaster; Lt. Robert J. McBride, 
aide; Lt. George P. Harrison, range offi- 
cer; Lts. Philip H. Enslow and Frank T. 
Ostenberg, motor transport officers; Maj. 
F. Macklin, surgeon; and Maj. Burlin C. 
Bridges, veterinarian. 

Maj. Edward C. Rose, of the headquar- 
ters staff, The Infantry School, acted as 
liaisén officer between the concentration 
camp and The Infantry School. 

Maj. Gen. Edward L. King, comman- 
der of the 4th Corps Area, and members 
of his staff, were present during the full 
period of the camp, in supervisory and 
coordinating capacities. ib ag : 

Movements to and from thé concentra- 
tion camp were made by marching. by 
motor transportation, and by air, and 
had no tactical relation to the problems 
which formed a part of the maneuver 
program. However, a considerable 
amount of valuable experience and train- 
ing was gained from the operation of 
the motor transport trains which were 
employed to transport successive eche- 
lons of troops over long distances. Truck 
trains from the 69th Coast Artillery 
(AA) of Ft. McClellan, and of the motor 
transport pool at Ft. Bragg were used 
to transport all of the infantry units 
except their animal-drawn elements. 
Twenty-eight cargo trucks, of three to 
five tons capacity ; four %-ton trucks; 2 
ambulances; 8 buses; and 10 passenger 
cars of miscellaneous types, were utilized 
to carry the men and their equipment to 
Ft. Benning. All movements were made 
exactly on schedule. There were no me- 
chanical failures or loss of control dur- 
ing any of the trips, and the perform- 
ance of the motor transportation was 
excellent throughout. 


Economy in Transportation 

The economy of this method of trans- 
porting troops was another important 
feature in connection with the cnocentra- 
tion. Well-informed officers estimated 
that the entire cost of transportating 
the troops from the six widely separated 
posts to Ft. Benning and return would 
not exceed $20,000. This sum, it is said,

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would cover all of the operating ex- 
penses of the motor vehicles, including 
depreciation. for the several trips. each 
averaging about 200 miles, required to 
earry the various groups to and from 
Ft. Benning. 

During their first three days at Ft. 
Benning the troops were engaged in com- 
pleting preparations for their encamp- 
ment which had been started by their 
advance detachments, and the utilities 
branch of the Ft. Benning quartermas- 
ter’s office. These latter included the 
installation of electric light and power 
lines, water pipes, and the preparation 
of a number of semipermanent buildings 
to be used as mess halls and for other 
purposes. 
Active training in their new environ- 
ment was begun by the troops on April 
19, when a five-day period was allotted 
to organization commanders in which 
“to develop their units into a smooth- 
working combat team so that they may 
function efficiently in the field exercises 
and field maneuvers that are to follow.” 
Fire problems with service ammunition 
were included as a part of the program 
of this period. Those for the 4th Tank 
Company, and the 8th and 22nd Infantry 
regiments were prepared by the com- 
manding general of the Eighth Brigade, 
and that for the 6th Cavalry was pre- 
pared by its regimental commander. De- 
spite the troops’ unfamiliarity with the 
terrain on which the problems were con- 
ducted, their performance was excellent 
and satisfactory results from the firings 
were obtained. 


Provisional Regiment 


At the conclusion of the unit training 
programs, the 8th and 22nd Infantry 


regiments were organized into a provi- | 


sional regiment to engage in a series of 
feld exercises supervised by the com- 
manding general of the Bighth Brigade. 
During this period the 6th Cavalry and 
the 4th Tank Company participated in 
the exercises under the supervision of 
the brigade commander. 

A three-day field maneuver, in which 
the 8th Infantry Brigade, reinforced, op- 
erated against the 29th Infantry, rein- 
forced, began on Apri] 29 in the solution 
of a problem prepared and conducted by 
Headquarters 4th Corps Area. 

A series of demonstrations, conducted 
by the academic department of The In- 
fantry School, took place on May 3 and 
4. The first of these illustrated certain 
phases of supply, the medica] service, 
and signal communications; while the 
second day’s demonstrations related to 
one-pounder firing at fast moving tanks, 
and machine gun and rifle platoon firing 
at towed aerial targets. Three types of 
bridges, one an improvised affair built 
of timbers procured on the spot by the 
29th Infantry, and the others differént 
types of foot bridges, built by Company 
A 7th Engineers, were used to illustrate 





a stream crossing demonstration at Upa- 


| 











toi Creek. A heavy truck train was sent 
across the improvised bridge to demon- 
strate its sturdiness. and marching 
troops proved the stability of the floating 
foot bridges. Demonstrations of the 
speed. maneuverability, and the power 
of several types of tanks were staged 
in the afternoon by Ft. Benning tank 
units. 


Anti-Aircraft Firings 


Joint day and night exercises in which 
the 69th Coast Artillery and Flight C 
16th Observation Squadron engaged af- 
forded some valuable training for gun- 
ners and pilots, and furnished thrills and 
entertainment for spectators. The night 
exercises were particularly interesting 
and spectacular as the fast-flying planes 
were held in the dazzling rays of the 
powerful searchlight battery, while 
thundering gun batteries hurled mock 
shrapnel toward their fleeting targets. 

On May 8 began the largest of the 
maneuvers, a field exercise of a rein- 
forced brigade, in which all of the troops 
of the concentration camp and all avail- 
able combatant troops of the Ft. Ben- 
ning garrison were engaged. These lat- 
ter included the 29th Infantry, the 24th 
Infantry, the 1st Battlion 83d Field Ar- 
tillery, the tank battalion, and Flight B 
16th Observation Squadron. The three 
student classes of The Infantry School 
also participated. and a large number of 
the members of the academic depart- 
ment, which prepared the problem, at- 
tended as umpires and other officials. 
-Five foreign military attaches, repre- 
senting Great Britain. France, Italy, 
Sweden and Japan, were present as ob- 
servers. 


The Problem 


The problem was laid in the rugged 
area in the northeast portion of the re- 
servation, about ten miles distant from 
the main post. where the reinforced 
brigade, Blue, had been despatched to 
check the westerly advance of an in- 
ferior Red force approaching along the 
Buena Vista road near Eelbeck. The 
Blue force is successful in checking the 
Red advance. and for a time is able to 
press their enemy back. The arrival of 
Red reinforcements on the following day 
halts the advance of the Blues, and the 
relative positions of the two forces re- 
main unchanged until nightfall of the 
second day. During the night the Blue 
brigade is relieved and shifted south of 
the Upatoi with the idea of striking the 
Red’s rear and communications near 
Eelbeck. The Blue Brigade accomplishes 
its night move, which involves a river 
crossing, in good order, and in the morn- 
ing launches a vigorous attack toward 
E«elbeck. Unknown to the Blues, how- 
ever, strong Red reserves are in the 
vicinity. and these succeed in checking 
the Blue advance before they can reach 
their objective. An armistice at 10 


o’clock in the morning suspends the op- 
erations. 
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Maj. Gen. Edward L. King was chief 
umpire during this maneuver, and with 
Lt. Col. George C. Marshall, jr., assistant 
commandant of The Infantry School, and 
Lt. Col. Joseph W. Stilwell, chief of the 
tactical section, academic department, 
both of whom acted as assistant umpires, 
analyzed the actions and decisions of 
the respective commanders, and dis- 
eussed the tactical features of the prob- 
lem in the critique which followed. Other 
assistant umpires were Majors Vernon 
Evans and Harold R. Bull, and Capt. 
Willard 8S. Paul, all instructors in the 
academic department of The Infantry 
School. Maj. Truman Smith and Capt. 
Walter C. Phillips, also of the school 
faculty, were in charge of the visitors’ 
bureau. This was a central information 
office maintained between the opposing 
lines for the convenience of umpires and 
other neutral officials. 


Stream Crossing 

One of the most interesting features 
of the operations was the movement of 
the Blue brigade to the south side of the 
Upatoi in the night. The crossing was 
made at McBride’s Ford, where the 
stream is about sixty feet wide and the 
water about three feet deep, with a 
sandy approach on each side. Here the 
foot troops, the artillery, the cavalry, 
and all the animal drawn trains, fully 
loaded, crossed with no further mishap 
than the upset of one escort wagon. 
This was speedily righted and no great 
delay resulted. 

An incident to which were attached 
some humorous aspects, but which might 
well give rise to sober reflection on the 
possibilities of certain features of the 
mechanized forces, was the routing of 
a squadron of cavalry by a fast tank, 
which appearing suddenly, apparently 
from nowhere, surprised the dismounted 
troopers who had halted under cover of 
woods. Men scattered, and horses fied 
in mad terror from the clattering steel 
monster as it pursued them through the 
forest, pushing over great trees in its 
path as if they were match sticks. 

A second field exercise, prepared and 
conducted by The Infantry School and 
engaging all of the troops of the concen- 
tration camp and all available organiza- 
tions of the Ft. Benning garrison was 
held on May 10, 1l and 12. Students of 
The Infantry School were in command of 
the troops during this period. This ex- 
ercise was the last of the field work, and 
a review on the following day, in which 
the troops of the camp and of Ft. Ben- 
ning participated, closed the program of 
the 4th Corps Area concentration camp 
of 1932.

Col. Fred W. Bugbee, Inf., USA, died 
at Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 13, 1932, after a short 
illness of less than a week. 

Colonel Bugbee was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for exceptional 
and meritorius services rendered at the 
battle of Santiago, during the Spanish- 
American War. He was recently awarded 
the Order of the Purple Heart for a 
wound received in the attack on San 
Juan Hill. Unfortunately, his untimely 
death prevented the actual presentation 
of the decoration. 

During the World War, Colonel Bug- 
bee was in command of the 31st Infan- 
try, which was assigned to one of the 
most difficult tasks ever undertaken by 
American troops—the Siberian Expedi- 
tion. Service.in Siberia called for a high 
degree of tact, judgment and tactical 
knowledge. These qualities Colonel Bug- 
bee possessed in a superior degree. 

The service at large and the Infantry 
in particular are deprived, through the 
death of Colonel Bugbee, of the services 
of an excellent and efficient officer. 

Colonel Bugbee is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Grace Bugbee; a son, Mr. Cornell 

tugbee; and a daughter, Miss Faith 
Bugbee. 

Funeral services were held May 16 
from the Fort Myer Gate of Arlington 
National Cemetery.

Rear Adm. Frederick C. Billard, com- 
mandant of the United States Coast 
Guard, died May 17 at his home, Wash- 
ington, following a brief illness.

Born in Washington, September 22, 
1873, Admiral Billard spent his boyhood 
in Prince George’s county, Md. Follow- 
ing his graduation from the Baltimore 
City College in 1893, he became an in- 
structor in Latin and Greek in Oakdale 
Academy, Oakdale, Pa.

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Cancelling Ship Mail Contracts 
(From The Marine Journal) 


American shipping has always been 
at the mercy of politics and politicians. 
It was through the help of able legislat- 
ors who were sufficiently familiar with 
maritime history to realize that ship- 
ping is a national asset that we were 
enabled to apply the protective principle 
to the upbuilding and maintenance of 
an American Merchant Marine. But the 
tremendous reaction to the economic re- 
cession; the recurring shocks that have 
been administered to our collective faith 
in hallowed institutions hitherto re- 
garded as imprégnable ; the shortcomings 
of individual leaders in all industries 
and the very serious condition of the na- 
tional finances which has been brought 
about by the incredible failure of lead- 
ers in high command, has placed a pow- 
erful weapon in the hands of those who 
are always critical of original proposi- 
tions. 

Senator McKellar is not an isolated 
phenomenon. He is distinctly a product 
of disillusionment and is taking full ad- 
vantage of the spirit of the times to gain 
support for his hostile attitude towards 
State aid for shipping. But the manner 
in which he is playing directly into the 
hands of foreign interests hostile to our 
seapower has a very sinister aspect. 

There was never a carping critic nurs- 
ing some personal animosity who did not 
receive a hearing at his hands. For years 
he has been compiling a catalogue of ma- 
ritime ineptitudes and at each session of 
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Congress he has taken advantage of every 
opportunity to display his wares before 
his colleagues and before the public. The 
vital need for economy—the vast and all- 
pervading skepticism which has deeply 
influenced national psychology—has pre- 
sented an opportunity that he has been 
quick to grasp. 

Are there skeletons in the marine 
closet? He proposes to drag them forth 
and dangle them before a startled and 
apprehensive audience. Are there iso- 
lated incidents of dubiety and blundering 
decisions? He proposes to contrast these 
with a synthetic concept of perfection 
fabricated in a world of his own making 
that does not exist. Has the machinery 
of State aid for shipping slipped a cog 
somewhere? He is ready and willing 
to scrap the whole complicated design. 
The ten-year mail contracts are the very 
foundation of the merchant marine. He 
find others who support his viewpoint 
have suggested their repudiation. * 

The ultimate outcome cannot be de- 
termined at this writing. It is impos- 
sible to predict. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose, however, that the extraordinary 
suggestion of repudiation of mail con- 
tracts will get scant support. When the 
facts are considered, the devastating re- 
sults that would immediately follow any 
drastic decision of this nature become 
apparent. All things considered, the 
Government is just as deeply involved 
as are the private shipowners and oper- 
ators. In order that a few millions 
might be saved, the whole complex struc- 
ture of our sea power would be deliber- 
ately sacrificed. Such a denouement is 
too grotesque to consider seriously. Even 
politicians must pause on the brink of 
stark insanity.

Our good practical-minded citizen con- 
cludes that if the treaty ratio agreed upon 
were in fact necessary for national defense 
in 1922 and again in 1931, it is plain ordi- 
nary gambling further to delay catching up 
the ground which we have lost in the last 
ten years while we were setting an example 
and others were building feverishly in those 
classes which were not limited by the Treaty

If he has been confused by the literature 
he has read, it is hoped that the above may 
clarify his picture and that, realizing the 
necessity for adequate national defense, his 
only injunction to his Congressman will be 
to insist upon providing it and to insist 
upon it being maintained now and at all 
times in accordance with the strength which 
Congress, in its wisdom and after mature 
deliberation, decided was adequate to the 
requirements of our country.

Financial Digest 


The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in leading cities on May 11 shows 
decreases for the week of $137,000,000 in 
loans and investments, $116,000,000 in 
Government deposits and $30,000,000 in 
borrowings from Federal Reserve banks, 
and increases of $64,000,000 in net de. 
mand deposits and $4,000,000 in time 
deposits. 

Loans on securities declined $64,000,- 
(00 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district, $7,000,000 in the Chi- 
cago district and $86,000,000 at all re 
porting banks. “All other” loans de- 
clined $12,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict, $10,000,000 in the Boston district, 
$8,000,000 in the Cleveland district and 
$39,000,000 at all reporting banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities declined $13,000,000 in the 
Boston district, $7,000,000 in the San 
Francisco district and $19,000,000 at all 
reporting banks, and increased $8,000,000 
in the New York district. Holdings of 
other securities increased $12,000,000 in 
the New York district and $7,000,000 at 
all reporting banks. 

Borrowings -of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal Reserve banks 
aggregated $175,000,000 on May 11, the 
principal changes for the week being a 
decrease of $13,000,000 at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco and of 
$5,000,000 each at Cleveland and Chicago

In view of the approval of the Mc- 
Swain amendment by the Committee of 
the Whole of the House, the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department has 
achieved especial popularity.

Perhaps there 
will be more law students hereafter, 
and especially if in any future legisla- 
tion the McSwain plan should be adopt- 
ed.

ant commanders, 52 years old; lieuten- 
ants, 46 years old; lieutenants, junior 
grade, and ensigns, 40 years old; war- 
rant officers, 64 years old. 

Higher enforced retirement ages were 
set for special service officers, as fol- 


lows: captains and commanders, 64 
years old; lieutenant commanders, 58 
years old; lieutenants, 52 years old; 


lieutenants, junior grade, and ensigns, 46 
years old. It was further provided that 
no volunteer special service officers shall 
be appointed or selected who is over the 
age of: for captain and commander, 58 
years; for lieutenant commander, 52 
years; lieutenant, 46 years; lieutenant, 
junior grade, and ensign, 40 years. 

Provision was also made in the pro- 
posed legislation that reserve officers 
might be retired upon their own appli- 
cation after 25 years’ service. 

The board, although called primarily 
to consider the question of age-in-grade 
retirement, took up and made recommen- 
dations on several other matters. Legis- 
lation allowing compensation and hos- 
pitalization to reserve personnel killed, 
injured or who contract disease while on 
duty at drills was urged. Another pro- 
vision asked the Navy Department to 
waive the 15-day cruise requirement for 
promotion during the fiscal year 1933. 

Adoption of a policy was recommended 
under which determination of the total 
necessary war personnel strength be 
laid down and that as the Regular Navy 
is reduced, the strength of the Reserve 
be increased accordingly and vice versa. 

The Bureau of Navigation was re- 
quested to give consideration to the es- 
tablishment of a service medal for the 
Reserve. It was also urged that the 
training of the Reserve units include 
“riot tactics” in order that the Reserve 
be of value if called out by the various 
states to preserve order. 

The report of the board will be sub- 
mitted to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation for study and comment, and 
it is expected that legislation will be 
initiated as to the age-in-grade retire 
ment by the next session of Congress.
